IS HAVEN OF POOR 


Over Two 
Thousand Are Cared -for 


Nightly at New York Lodging 


House — Cold Waves Fatal.

New York, Jan. 26. — The recent un- 
precedented cold snap in New York, 
when old Borea went on a rampage 
and kicked the mercury down to the 
lowest notch 
recorded in fourteen 
years, worked untold hardships on the 
poor of the metropolis and gave the 
upper half some new light on how 
the other half live. 
When the ther- 
mometer dropped to five degrees' be- 
low zero, a 74 mile gale swept-up the 
Bay to add the demoniacal glee of the 
elements, death and destruction was 
left in its wake. 
In this great city, with its billions 
of wealth, its thousands of houses, its 
palaces and hotels, its refuges and 
charitable institutions, several per- 
sons actually were frozen to death. 
Others were made so ill they died. 
The cold wave, in various ways took 
toll of sixteen lives. 
Perhaps the most popular place in 
town during the forty-eight hours of 
exceptional cold was the Municipal 
Lodging House on the East River. 
There, upwards of 2,000 persons were

Among them were 
30 women, all with babies'and small 
children. These 2,000 men and these 
mothers and their little ones had no 
home at all. They were wanderers in 
the city, sleeping In good weather in 
parks, empty buildings and- such 
places and eating what they could' find. 
Assuredly in the below-?ero- weather 
they would have perished, but for the 
city's charity. -., - 
. 
Tlie Municipal Lodging House was 
an interesting place during the rush 
hours. It has accomodatlons for Is200 
persons. The women and children 
and the male overflow were cared for 
on boats anchored at the foot of East 
Twenty-third street. The boats are 
owned by the city. Many of the home- 
less men, the confirmed "hoboes" pre- 
ferred to sleep on the boats, for then 
they were not compelled to take 
baths. The boats are not provided 
with bathing facilities. 
But an comers at the lodging house 
are compelled to take shower baths. 
When the applicants first apply, they 
are registered and given brass checks, 
numbered, which, they are told to 
hang around their necks. They then 
file through a dining room, where each 
man is given a huge hunk of bread 
and a tin cup of steaming coffee. The 
men are 
then 
sent to a disrobing 
room, where they are compelled to 
shed all their clothing. During the 
night their 
under-garments—-if they 
have any—are fumigated. Men wear- 
ing celluloid collars are advised to 
put them.inside their shoes to prevent 
spontaneous combustion. The brass 
checks enable them to get back their 
belongings in the morning. 
' 
Following the disrobing, the men are 
herded into the bathroom; a huge 
apartment in which there are scores 
of showers. As they enter the room 
an attendant swats each man vigor- 
ously on the head with a club of soft 
wood, thickly coated with soft soap. 
Ther'soap that sticks to the man's 
head is whfct he .must use for his 
bath. The newcomers always dodge 
the club, thinking it will hurt them 
and the old-timers, used to the ropes 
laugh heartily at the novices. 
At the showers each man Is given 
a coarse scrubbing brush and told to 
use it. .Attendants through the room 
see that 
the soap and brushes are 
used> thoroughly and any lodger re- 
luctant to take to the water, .brush 
and soap, is scrubbed by an attendant. 
Cleanliness is insisted upon in the 
lodging house. Once clean, the men 
are marched through a small room for 
medical inspection. They are examined 
thoroughly and all ailments are given 
attention. Each man is thoroughly 
fumigated. 
If an applicant is found 
to have an injury or a serious disease, 
he is at once sent to Bellevue Hospi- 
tal for treatment. The bathing and in- 
spection over the men are given night 
robes, in the shape of sleeping bags, 
of course, but clean material, and sent 
to bed in huge dormitories. 
Early in the morning they are 
waked up and taken to the first room 
they entered, where in return for their 
brass checks they receive their cloth- 
ing. 
The dining room is the next 
stop, where the lodgers are given oat- 
meal and milk, bread and coffee. They 
are then sent out into the world again, 
all hut 20 men who are kept in the 
Lodging House to clean up the place. 
These men launder the bed-clothing 
and night robes and wash the plates 
and cups. When their 
tasks 
are 
finished they are allowed to go. No 
work is required of the city's board- 
ers, in return for the food and shelter 
given them, except the clean-up work 
imposed on a few. The attendants are 
careful not to pick the same men more 
than once for the work. 
. Regular attendance at the Lodging 
House does not give a man immunity 
from the compulsory bathing and the 
medical inspection. Familiar appli- 
cants, known from repeated 
appear- 
ance, are forced to obey all the rules, 
the same as the newcomers. 
During the two coldest • nights re- 
cently, the homeless men and women 
over-flowed both the Lodging House 
and the boats and many men were 
sheltered in the Morgue a block away. 
With the fragments of Anna Aumuel- 
er's body and 
the. remains of- the 
trunk mystery victim reposing on 
slabs in the refrigerators near by, 
men lay all over the floor in their 
sleeping bags -and slept soundly, ap- 
parently undisturbed by their grue- 
some surroundings.

under the shield of the Civil Service' 
and fling the jobs now held by these 
postmasters to the clamoring Demo- 
cratic office seekers.

For a first-class piece of legislative 
log rolling, the pending proposition 
in the House ot Representatives in- 
volves 
2,400 
assistant 
postmasters 
and $25,000,000 good roads appropria-, 
tions is declared to be the limit. 
Stripped of disguise the proposition 
amounts to this: 
that if the House 
agree to take 2,400 assistant postmas- 
terships from under the protection of 
the civil service, and throw them in- 
to the arena of political spoils; the 
House can participate 
in dividing 
some $25,000,000 of good roads appro- 
priations.

' ' 
The proposition looked good; it 


"was 
catching them 
coming and , 
going" said 'some 
of the members. I 
Why hadn't it been . thought of be- 
fore, It wasn't a trade; 
It was a 
grabbage, said others. 
According to the explanation given 
by some of the insiders, the real "in- 
side" of the maneuver is this; 


"When the appropriation bill was re- 
ported it carried a rider exempting 
these 2,400 assistant postmasters from 
the civil service, much to the delight 
of the rank 
and file of the faithful. 
But this rider was subject to a point 
of order, and the, faithful feared a roll 
call in it. 
Every Democrat in the House would 
be glad to have the. thing go through, 
but thev dreaded a 
showdown of a 
roll call. 
Some of the "boys" needed urging 
to stand up and be counted for such 
a bald inroad upon cherished civil ser- 
vice traditions. Chairman 
Moon of 
the post office committee was equal 
to the occasion. Looking about him 
he despied the Schackleford 
good 
roads proposition. 
So he tacked the Shackleford $25,- 
000,000 good roads bill onto the post- 
office gill and asked the committee on 
rules to report a special rule making 
both propositions in order. With an 
assistant postmastership and a slice: 
o£ good' roads appropriations it was 
thought that most everybody would be 
armed against criticism from home. 
Twenty-five 
million 
dollars. f.or 
twenty-four hundred assistant, post- 
masters is 
considered pretty good 
spoils. It is regarded as the valuation 
for assistant postmasters. 
Even some of the Democratic House 
leaders coujd 
not stand for such a 
bald-faced and shameless steal. Rep- 
resentative Borland of Missouri, one 
o£ the . Democratic leaders, attacked 
the raid as follows: 
"I am strongly oposed to the provi- 
sion in the post offlce billremov ing as- 
sistant postmasters 
from the protec- 
tion of the civil service and throwing 
them back a'gain into the spoils sys- 
tem. In the first place, it is new legis- 
lation, which does not belong in the 
post office bill at all. It could not -be 
made in order in the bill without the 
adoption of an arbitrary 
gag rule, 
against which democrats'' have repeat- 
edly protested when they were in the 
minority. 
"It does not simply repeal the exec- 
utive order placing assistant postmas- 
ters in the classified service, but, by 
positive enactment it excepts them 
from the operation of the civil service 
law and gives the President no option 
to extend the law to them. 
"It has no purpose in view except 
to provide jobs to be filled by political 
' adherents 'who may. have no qualifica- 
tions for the offlce beyond the party 
service which' they have rendered. In 
many cases the appointments would 
be to reward services which are not 
party services, but are political ser- 
vices to -the senator or representative 
who is clothed with the power of mak- 
ing recommendations. ]t does not re- 
quire a great stretch of the immagina- 
tion to see that these services are ex- 
pected to continue not in half of the 
political fortunes of the senator or 
representative through whom the ap- 
pointment was secured."

They do not pro 
pose to compete with, each other i 
there Is nothing to be gained. Some 
day they will do so, no doubt, as 
old stockholders die off and the man 
ageinents change. But in the mean 
time the Incompetent competitor out 
side the alleged 'trust ring' has abou 
as poor a chance as he ever had, or 
ever will have until he learns to stand 
on his own feet without propping from 
Washington.

Immense Structure Would Hold Chi- 


cago Coliseum in One Drill Room 
—At Champaign; Illinois.

Champaign, HI., Jan. 26.—The big- 
gest armory building in the .world— 
Chicagoans gasp when - you tell them 
the Coliseum '• would 
be lost in its 
single drill room—being built by the

Antlgp, Wis., Tan. 26.—The woods 
man, or lumberjack, as he is bette 
known, has begun to come out of th 
timber. Hundreds of .laborers in the 
forests of northern Wisconsin are ar 
riving here and branching out for otb, 
er points of endeavor. The lumber 
men are leaving, early this' year on 
account of the extraordinary mildness 
of the winter. Cutting for the mos 
part has ceased because, owing to the 
absence of sufficient snow and the 
•jobbers, fear the season-will be si 
shortened that they will be unable t< 
move even the logs already cut to the 
mills-and 
loading sidings. 
Conse 
quently the sawyers ihave . no mor< 
work to do and will not have unles 
there is a providential and heavy fal 
of snow. 
- . - . . ' 


The evolution of the "lumber-jack' 
has been especially marked this year 
The popular conception of his is n 
longer correct. The old-time sawye 
came to the woods in the fall, sawet 
down trees, skidded and decked logs 
worked like a hprse and ate as heart 
ily and let his beard grow until tin 
end of the cutting season. Then hi 
went to the nearest settlement and 
proceeded to make northwooda his 
tory. Stirring. tales still are told o 
the1 "huskies" who traveled alone ant 
who fought for the.love of fighting. In 
the old days, when a,'lumberjack came 
out ot the woods his'first act was to 
sandwich a shave and bath between 
two drinks. Then he sallied out tc 
paint the community a deep, 
dark 
crimson. 
And he usually succeedec 
admirably.

The end of the interval of idleness 
between the completion of the cutting 
.and the beginning of the log drives 
found the lumberjack broke' afflicted 
with an aching head, sometimes in 
jail but ready, to return to.work. 
The breaking UD of winter and the 
clearing of ice from 'the 
streams 


found tha woodsmen back, on the job 
again for the "spring drive!" 
The 
winter's cutting was simple comparec 
to the labor of moving, the.logs dowi 
the river and-for weeRs; members o: 
the "lost legion of the north" coolly 
took their lives in - their 
hands to 
bring the "drive" to Its destination on 
time. Clad in hob-nailed brogans am 
wielding "pike-poles" and "peevies' 
the lumberjacks piloted millions of 
feet of lumber dow,n the river on the 
crest 
of the spring freshets. 
Log 
jams were daily occurrences, and hun- 
dreds lost their lives in.'passing rap- 
ids and going through narrow chan- 
nels where the swollen streams were 
swift and treacherous. 
The end ol 
the drive meant another visit to the 
barber and the quenching of-the Ions; 
neglected thirst, and, at the close of 
the spring debauch the lumberjacks 
lost themselves until the sawing sea- 
son began again the next fall, finding 
employment in the sawmills, on farms, 
and railroads, and e.ven shipping, as 
seamen .on- lake vessels! 
.. ' 
Here and,'there are still to be found 
the old type of .picturesque woodsmen 
but the:modern lumberjack is of,far 
different stamp. 
Many of them'are 
;hrifty foreigners 
or, young farmers 
who work their clearjngs during the 
summer months and spend'the winter 
in. the camps. Many, bring their own 
:eams—and these men- are greatly de- 
sired by the different: companies—and 
some come distances i from compara- 
tively old farming settlements. .. 
The modern lumberjack is far from 
a romantic character.u He is disposed 
to live quietly and peaceably, and the 
chances are'the opportunities for sav- 
ing money is what called-him jnto the 
woods. Many, lumberjacks .are in the 
woods lor their health. Hundred's of 
men are attracted by, the' opportunity 
of making good wages and the. ab- 
sence o£ temptation to spend them. 
Log drives in Wisconsin are prac-

PROFESSORS'SURVEY 


REPORT IS MADE 


Interesting 
Indian Relics 
Found at 


Headwater* of Wisconsin River, 


—Many Are Destroyed. 
[SPECIAL TO THE GAZETTE.J 


Madison, Wis., Jan. 26.—Important 
Tndlan finds have been made in north- 
ern Wisconsin according to accounts 
being published by the 
Wisconsin 
Archeplogical society, two 
members! 
of which made investigations in Port- 
age, Marathon and Lincoln counties 
during July, 1913. 
J. P. Schumacher of.'Green Bay and 
W. A. Titus of Fond du Lac, made a 
study of the aborigonal remains about 
Wausau, Merril, Tomahawk, Heafford 
and other places along the upper Wis- 
consin river. Near Bradley and Heat- 
ford surveys were made of six dis- 
tinct groups of Indian earthworks, 
of which there have been no previous 
state records. The largest of these 
consists 
of 33 conical 
and 
oval 
mounds; An emblamtic mound in one 
of the groups is the only erne of its 
class as yet located in Northern Wis- 
consin. It-is over sixty miles north 
of the northmost limit of the 
effigy 
mound territory. 
At this place there exists also a 
fine plot of old Indian garden bends. 
In Portage county the .work of in- 
vestigators was 
chiefly 
confined to 
the regions about; Lakes Emily and 
Onneland. near each' of which im- 
portant discoveries were made. 
The investigators call attention to 
the rapid disappearance through civil- 
ization and the development of water- 
Dower of the state's prehistoric and 
historic Indian remains. 
Scores of 
interesting mounds and valuable relic 
storehouses have been rifled by de- 
structive curio seekers. The state so- 
ciety is endeavoring to obtain sur- 
veys and other records' before the few 
remaining are destroyed.
